FATAL ACCIDEN’ ON BOARD THE 
STBAMER “ GLENPRUIN.”

A melancholy gocident oocurred on board the 
steamer Glenfruts on theatternoon of the 27:h 
Oct. Sinco the vessel has beon lying beached. in 
Bolohor’s Bay the procantion has boon taken of 
‘having tha firearms on board got ready every 
evening in cago of an attack during the night 
by pirates. On the 27th Oct. the four officers wore 
overhauling the rifles and firing a few shots. to 
try them, when unfortanately one of the weapond 
wont off necidentally and the bullet_struck—Mr, 
~ HLS. Johnson, the second officer, lodging in his 
left side. He was immediately convayad to hos- 
pital, where tho bullet was exiragted, and, hopes 
wore ontortainod at first that he might recover, 
but these wore unfortunately not realised the pa- 
tiont succumbing to his injuries beforo snothar 
day had passed over.
